He has been a member of CONA for almost 
20 years, is a life member of the Ontario Numismatic 
Association and is a member of and on the board of 
directors of the Royal Canadian Numismatic Associa¬ 
tion. He has called for a meeting at the Northwest 
Library at 2280 Hard Rd. on March 23 from 2-5 p.m. 
for anyone interested in Canadian numismatics, which 
includes Newfoundland, the Maritimes, Hudson’s Bay 
Company, etc. 

Hard Road runs east / west between Sawmill Rd. and 
Rt.
